Washington, July It.— The hold- 
ing of a Pan-American conference in 
this city • short time ago. was a 
magniflcient effort on the part ol 
did j the American Republics to get to- 
gether for the promotion of their 
common commercial interests. The 
subsequent appointment of a com- 
mittee by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for continuation of work 
along the same line, was also a 
move in the right direction. 

But all these efforts, so far as the 
I 'nited States is concerned, cannot 
repair the injury done to the United 
Stales in Central and South America 
by this administration in discharg- 
ing competent, experienced diplo- 
matic representatives and tilling

tliation. The

Drive on Warsaw Now Planned by 
Teutons From New Base— Take 
Rest and Make Ready For Impor 
tent Move. 

London, July IS. — It Is announced 
by the French war office that Soucbex 
cemetery, wblrh was taken by French 
troops last month after violent light- 
ing, was the point of a concerted at- 
tack by the Oermsns. 

The French war office makes a full 
admission of the loss In Its communi- 
que, but falls to present any but the 
most meager details of the conflict. 
As the position of the cemetery Is 
one of great Importance, however, 
and as It had been won and held only 
at the greatest cost la lives and ef- 
fort, there can be no doubt but that 
the defending troops did not give up 
the contested ground until they had 
been completely overwhelmed. The 
fact that asphyxiating bombs were

CROP REPORT Or KENTUCKY, 
JULY 1, 1915 

The crop conditions in KenUicky, 
July 1st, are unusaal for this time 
■ >f ihe year and are so dependent 
upon the weather that is to follow 
that il is impossible to predict juat 
xvhut the oufcome will be. The 
month of June has continued cold 
and cloudy with a rainfall that has 
the entire 



The month has been favorable for 
transplanting tobacco. Plants have 

I u plentiful and go.vd stands have 

I n aaaUTOd, There is some com- 
plaint of "Frencbing" and some 
Holds an« full of crab grass, but a 
period of dry weather conditions 
would enable the farmers to give the 
cultivation needed and insure a large 
sired crop of both Bi.rley and Dark 
said tobacco. The tobacco acreage will 
will iu> given in the next report. The 
condition of Hurley for this month 
is ■ per cent, and Dark is 88 per 

cent. 

('.aniens are way above the aver- 
age, the condition of same being giv- 
en at 97 per cent. Pastures and 
ITMaaa are good. Alfalfa shows a 
condition of 92 per cent, orchard 
grass '.' i per cent, blue grass 88 per 
cent, and clover 89 per cent. 8oy 
deans show a condition of 88 per 
cent and cow peas 90 per cent. The 
acreage of these leguminous plants 
is large. The condition of fruits 
is given as follows: Apples 79 per 
cent, peaches 79 per cent, plums 87 
per cent, peara 71 per cent, and 
grapes 87 per cent Complaint is 
made of fruits railing from the trees 
due in great measure to the rain 
and wind storms that have been so 
prevalent. Pastures have been splen- 
did, and all classes of animals are 
Btvsjj a condition above 90 per cent, 
with the exception of bogs at 87 per 
cent. The damp cold weather baa 
been destructive to plga and young 
poultry. Tbe turkey erop will not 
be large and condition ia given at 



an unusually busy month. Some of 
the corn is too large for cultivation 
now with the ground covered with 
crab grass, but with conditions fav- 
orable, plowing can be done in most 
corn fields. The general tone of 
the reports is optimistic. There is 
no doubt but it is possible and the

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Is Tuberculosis Curable?

EVERY once in a while people will ask "Do you really think 
Conauniption can be cured!"; and then, when they are told 
that thousands of cases all over the world bear witness to 
the fact of the curability of this disease, they wonder why 
their several friends and relatives, who died with tuberculoais, wero 
not cured. 

Tuberculoaia ia curable, but not everyone ia cured, and not 
everyone can be cured. The chief reuson why more consuinptivea 
are not cured is because they have waited too long before they 
heeded the warning danger signals of the disease, or because some 
doctor to whom they went did not recognize this deadly plague. In 
its early atagea, consumption can bo cured, and the patient can gen- 
erally resume his normal life within a period ranging from six 
months to two years, depending on circumstances. Aa high a per- 
centage of actual recoveries from tuberculosis may be found in 
really early cases who follow the right course of treatment as in 
almost any other infectious disease. 

What, then, ia the right course of treatment? This article can- 
not prescribe for individual cases, but it can and will tell what are 
the essentials in taking the cure for tuberculosis. 

First of all, there ia a good doctor on whom you can rely and 
whose advice and inrpiration is most valuable to you. He will not 
give you much medicine, because there isn't any drug or "cure" 
that he can prescribe that will do more than to relieve aome imme- 
diate symptoms, such as constipation, cough, headache, etc. If 
your doctor begins to talk of a "marvelous remedy" which will cure 
you, it ia time you looked for another physician. That man ia 
more than likely a quack and is simply after your money. There ia 
no sure or quick "cure" or remedy for tuberculosis that you can 
buy at a drugstore or that a doctor can give you. 

Tho second esaential in the cure of tuberculoaia ia fresh air. To 
the healty person the best tonic is fresh air at work, at play, and 
during sleep. To the consumptive, however, air ia medicine. He 
must take it in as large doses as he can, the more the better. It 
may not be easy for one who has been accustomed to indoor work 
lo sleep and live outdoors, but since fresh air is vital, he must accua- 
tom himself to being outside all he can. At sanatoria for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, patients are out of doors on porchea or elsewhere 
almost all the time. If one ia at home, he can with a little ingenuity 
nrrange devices for outdoor sleeping and sitting. The National 
'tuberculosis Association, 105 East 22nd Street, New York, will 
send free of charge to anyone a booklet entitled: "Directions for 
Living and Sleeping in the Open Air." 

Tho next essential in tho cure of tuberculoaia ia rest. Like fresh 
air, rest must be taken aa a medicine by the consumptime. The 
reason for rest is evident, when you stop to think the way the 
germs of tuberculosis work. As they destroy the tissues of the lunga 
Of other parts of the body, they make a wound or a cavity. This 
wound, like a cut on your finger, will not heal if it ia being opened 
all the time To keep the lungs as quiet as possible, rest in bed. or 
in a reclining chair is absolutely necessary. The dose of rest you 
take will depend on your doctor's advice. He will tell you when you 
can get out of bed and when you can exercise and how much. But 
first and foremost you must learn to rest, in order to give the lunga 
a chance to heal. 

Beaidea a good doctor, fresh air and rest, tho euro for tubercu- 
losis requires good, wholesome food. In normal health, food of' 
the right kind ia very necessary, bnt *n tuberculoais it is doubly im-i 
portant. Food ia the fuel which heats the body and gives it its 
energy or you might almost aay "steam." In tuberculoaia one 
must pay special attention to food, because he has to provide fuel; 
not only for the ordinary functions of the body, but he muat pro- 
side an additional aupply to meet the waste and damage done by the 
germs of the diaeaae. Thia doean't mean that you muat be continu- 
ally atuffing yourself, for if you do that you will upset your stomach, 
t>owela, and liver, and you will counteract all the good the food 
might do. Neither doea it mean that you must eat juat one or two 
Itinde of food, such as milk and egga, which aome people think are 
h cure for tuberculoaia. They are excellent foods for people who 
can eat and digeat them readily, and every conaumptive should try* 
lo acquire an appetite for them. But meat and potatoee and bread 
and butter and good vegetablea and almost any other nourishing, 
wholes.. me food in plenty of variety are needed aleo. Dont rely 
on tid-bita and aweeta, but atoke your body furnace with food-fuel 
that will keep it running in the beat poaaible order. Your doctor is 
the beat one to adviae on fooda. 

And, finally, a last essential in tho euro of tuberculosis may bo 
summed op in these words "Don't worry." Keep a hopeful state 
of mind. If you give up and aay "It 'a no use," you will never get 
well, no matter how patiently you follow the other essentials of 
a^re.^Oetting well depende for the tnoet part ^on^y ou. ^Bo. "

"Of the 22 ministers displaced, 13 
had had several years' experience in 
diplomatic service, while none of 
the new appointees had had any ex- 
perience.

System of Bookkeeping for Small 
Fruit Associations Worked 
Out 

Copies r.f (he accounting forma no- 
ce-«*ary in a now system of account- 
ing for co-operative fruit associa- 
tions can now he obtained from the 
department. This syatem has been 
worked nut by the departments to 
meet the needs of the smaller orjran- 
iration« which handle fruit and pro- 
duce, OR a commission basis. There 
are several hundred of such co-op- 
erative organization* in the t'nited 
Slates at present and new ones are 
continually heiiur formed. Many 
of these, however, are short lived, 
and their failure can be traced in 
many rase* to a faulty system of 
accounting-. In the new system de- 
scribed by the department in Bul- 
letin No. 225, "A System of Account- 
ing for Cooperative Fruit Associa- 
tion-" an envelope system is substi- 
tuted for the sale book as being more 
flexible. In these envelopes all rec- 
ords ami papers are held from the 
time the fruit is received until pay- 
ment is made by tbe person to whom 
a carload of fruit is shipped There 
is thus one envelope for each car- 
load shipment. After the car has 
been paid for, tbe difference between 
the amount received and the va- 
rious charges connei 
shipment constitutes the 
due to the grower. 

Those who desire further 
lion on this subject are requested 
to apply to the department, which I 
through its Office of Markets is en- 
deavoring to assist in every possible 
wav co-operative associations in 
■OtviRI accounting problems.
